SHARE IMPRESSIONS FROM THEIR MEETINGS WITH CHINESE OEFICIALS. 

DURING THEIR TWO WEEK VISIT TO THE PRC UNDER CHINA INTERNAIONAL 
TRAVEL SERVICE AUSPICES, THE 18-MEMBER DELEGATION OE 
EDUCATORS, BUSINESSMEN, ACADEMICS, AND JOURNALISTS VISITED 
CANTON, SOOCHOW, AND PEKING. THEIR MOST SIGNIEICANT

OE THE MINISTRY OF TRANSPORTATION; AND LIAO CHENG-CHIH (WHO 
RARELY MEETS AMERICANS BUT WHO WAS PRESUMABLY SCHEDULED OWING 
TO THE PRESENCE OE JAPANESE- AMERICANS ON THE DELEGATION). 
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2. DELEGATION MEMBER PHIL GIANELLA, PUBLISHER OE THE 
HONOLULU STAR-BULLETIN, STATED THAT A NUMBER OE CHINESE 
OEFICIALS HAD IMMEDIATELY LAUNCHED INTO A RERUN OE 
TENG HSIAO-PING'S REMARKS TO THE AP DELEGATION. ACCORDING
